Vice-Chancellor  W.  A.  Mackintosh  of 
Queens  University,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Sidney 
E.  Smith,  formally  opened  Sidney  Smith 
Hall  on  Oct.  13.  The  ceremonies  will  be 
reported  in  the  next  issue  of  Varsity  News. 

The  first  academic  building  of  York  Uni- 
versity was  opened  on  Oct.  19  by  Rt.  Hon. 
Lord  James  of  Rusholme,  Vice-Chancellor 
of  York  University,  England. 

The  same  afternoon,  Air  Marshal 
W.  A.  Curtis  was  installed  as  first  Chancel- 
lor of  the  new  university  by  Dr.  Murray 
G.  Ross,  President  and  Vice-Chancellor. 
Greetings  to  the  new  Chancellor  were  pre- 
sented by  Dr.  R.  F.  Farquharson  of  York’s 
Board  of  Governors;  Hon.  Dana  Porter, 
Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Waterloo 
and  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Ontario;  and  Lord  James. 


Cambridge  Fellowship 

The  Council  of  St.  John’s  College,  Cam- 
bridge University,  invite  applications  from 
scholars  on  leave  from  their  universities  for 
the  year  1962-63  to  apply  for  a Common- 
wealth Fellowship.  The  holder  is  entitled  to 
a stipend  of  £300,  free  College  rooms,  and 
other  privileges.  The  fellowship  is  intended 
for  scholars  holding  academic  posts,  irre- 
spective of  seniority,  and  not  for  men  still 
working  for  post-graduate  degrees.  Further 
particulars  may  be  obtained  from  Miss  Lois 
Reimer,  Registrar’s  Office,  Simcoe  Hall. 


At  the  opening  ceremonies,  Prime  Minister 
Leslie  M.  Frost  transplanted  a white  rose 
bush  which  he  had  planted  a year  earlier 
at  Falconer  Hall  when  York’s  first  home  was 
opened. 

After  its  first  year  on  the  University  of 
Toronto  campus,  York  University  moved  this 
fall  to  the  80-acre  Glendon  Hall  site  on 
Bayview  Ave.  Its  first  building,  designed  to 
serve  600  students,  is  a complex  of  four 
units.  These  are:  a dining  hall  seating  250 
persons,  and  the  common  rooms;  offices  and 
seminar  rooms;  a laboratory  wing  for  physics, 
chemistry  and  zoology;  and  a lecture-room 
unit.  In  addition,  the  university  is  using 
Glendon  Hall  for  the  library  and  administra- 
tive offices,  and  the  old  coach  house  as  a 
student  centre  for  athletics  and  recreational 
activities.

The  swimming  pool  in  the  Benson  Build- 
ing is  open  to  women  faculty  members  and 
graduates  on  Monday  evenings  from  7 to 
9 p.m.  The  Monday  night  program  also 
provides  for  badminton,  tennis,  golf,  gym- 
nastics and  dancing. 

The  fee  is  $15  for  the  year.  Members  are 
required  to  have  evidence  of  a recent  medi- 
cal examination.

SYMPOSIUM  ON  INTERPLANETARY  EXPLORATIONS 


The  Institute  of  Aerophysics  and  the 
David  Dunlap  Observatory  were  co-sponsors 
last  month  of  the  most  ambitious  symposium 
on  interplanetary  explorations  held  to  date 
in  Canada.  Other  co-sponsors  of  the  two-day 
session  at  the  Institute  of  Aerophysics  were 
the  Astronautics  Section  of  the  Canadian 
Aeronautical  Institute,  and  the  Canadian 
Astronautical  Society. 

Papers  scheduled  for  delivery  to  the  sym- 
posium included  Prof.  V.  C.  Liu,  on  “The 
Determination  of  the  Earth’s  Atmospheric 
Structure  with  Sounding  Rockets  and  Arti- 


ficial Satellites”;  Prof.  Bernard  Etkin, 
“The  Entry  of  Manned  Manoeuvrable  Space- 
craft into  Planetary  Atmospheres”;  Prof. 
D.  A.  MacRae,  “Current  Interpretations  of 
the  Lunar  Topography”.  In  addition, 
luncheon  and  dinner  speeches  were  given 
by  three  University  staff  members:  Prof. 
W.  R.  Franks,  “God’s  Image  and  Space 
Travel”;  Prof.  I.  I.  Glass,  “Aerophysical 
Research  in  Moscow”;  and  Prof.  J.  T. 
Wilson,  “The  World  of  the  I.G.Y.”  Profs. 
G.  N.  Patterson,  J.  F.  Heard  and  I.  I. 
Glass  chaired  meetings  of  the  symposium.

Prof.  A.  D.  Allen  gave  a paper  entitled 
“Complexes  of  Platinum  with  Substituted 
Aryl  Phosphines  and  Acetylenes”  at  the 
Chemical  Institute  of  Canada  Symposium  on 
Co-Ordination  Chemistry,  McMaster  Uni- 
versity, in  May;  a paper  on  “Acetylenic 
Complexes  of  Platinum”  at  the  Royal  Society 
of  Canada  meeting  in  Montreal  in  June. 
Prof.  Allen  was  chairman  of  a panel  discus- 
sion on  the  Role  of  Qualitative  Analysis  in 
Undergraduate  Courses  at  the  44th  Cana- 
dian Chemical  Conference  of  the  Chemical 
Institute  of  Montreal,  on  Aug.  5.  He  ad- 
dressed the  Ontario  Teachers’  Federation 
Science  seminar  held  at  Lakefield  School, 
Peterborough,  Aug.  14-18.  During  June 
Prof.  Allen  worked  as  a member  of  the 
Science  sub-committee  of  the  joint  Univer- 
sity-Toronto  Board  of  Education  Committee, 
reviewing  the  teaching  of  science  in  schools. 

Prof.  D.  J.  Le  Roy  gave  a paper  on 
“Studies  on  Hg(3P0)  Atoms  in  Mercury 
Sensitization”  at  the  6th  Informal  Confer- 
ence on  Photochemistry  held  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta,  June  7-9.  He  also  addressed 
the  Ottawa  Section,  Chemical  Institute  of 
Canada  on  “A  Kinetic  Investigation  of  Some
